No. 15/1/61-/T. — In an Inter-State Conference on the 
development and utilisation of waters ot RavLtJeas held in 
the Ministry on 29-1-1955 supplies (both flow and storage) 
ironi Ra vi-Ueas over and above the pre-partition utilisation 
were allocated amongst Punjab, PEPSU (latter merged in the 
erstwhile Punjab), Jammu & Kashmir and Rajasthan. Out 
of a total ol 15,85 MAE, 7*2 MAE was allocated to the 
erstwhile Punjab* Ihis included 0.11 MAF lor Delhi. Punjab 
was subsequently reorganised on 1-1L1966, Section 78(1) of 
the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 lays down that “all 
rights and liabilities ot the existing State ot Punjab in relation 
to Bhakra-NungaJ Project and Beas Project shah- 
on the appointed day (y/z. LI 1-66) be the rights and 
liabilities of the successor Slates in such proportion as may 
be fixed, and subject to such adjustments as may be made, 
by agreement entered into by the said States alter consulta- 
tion with the Central Government or, if no such agreement 
iS entered into within 2 years of the appointed day, as the 
Cent! a l Government may by order determine having regard 
to the puiposes ol the Projects. ’ According to Section 78(3), 

‘The rights and liabilities. . shall include the 

rights to icceivc and to utilise the water available for distri- 
bution as a result of the projects.* ” in their letter 

No. il02-PW.HU)-69/30078, dated 21-10-1969 addressed to 
the Ministry ot Home AliairS, the Haryana Government have 
intimated that the States ol Punjab and Haryana have not 
come to an agreement in the matter of sharing of the waters 
alorcaaid and have requested that the Centred Government 
may now determine the shares in accordance with Section
